These utterances of Johnson are start- 
linf(. as coming from the President of the 
United States. And when we consider 
the transcendent oontinnitj- and desperate 
wickedness of Ihs Wn* and his perfidy, 
all pood men are filka with the deepest 
apiwehension that torrents of blood, such 
as this continent has never yet seen, are

Let ns not be deceived. If Johnson's 
atterauces mean anything they mean that 
Congress must sul^it to enact his will 
into law, peaceably if they trill, forcibly if 
force is necessary.

Thus 
these mild and truthful(l) advocates of 
bi'.maniiy^!), justice(l), cqualityf'), and 
UberaUt>'( 1 seek to goad the country into 
further convulsions. They talk like mad 
men, as, indeed, they nrc.

It is true that all the opponents of the 
President do not assail him in language 
to grotesque and indecent. lang-dsge 1>e- | for iioth nre Fithlt nnd uncivilized 

fitting the worst and vilest haunts of dis- | 

reputable cliara(-tcrs. but they all assail 
him as if he bad betrayed his country and 
•rere seeking to re-establish in p-iwer the 
leaders of the late rev«>U and to play the 
role of dictator. If these men hadn't lost 
the |M)wer of calm reasoning they woald 
perce ive the ntter a'smrdity of the charges 
they bring against the President If he 
bad wiahed to grasp at potser, he had 
nothing to do hot to sign all the bills that 
Congreas passed and to agree heartily with 
the leaders of the opposition to have ac- 
complished his object. He might now hare 
been wielding as much power aa the anW- 
crat of all the Rasaias. and he might also 
bare been the most popular man living 
with the extreme party, and been certain 
of being nominated by it as its candidate 
for the next Prebidency. If he bad 
agreed srith the majority in both booses 
of Congress there would have been hardly 
a show of opposition to him in either, and 
be might indeed have wielded “more than 
regal, almost unlimited power' . Doesn t 
every man who has not taken leave of his 
reason perceive that if power had been 
the object of the President, the door was 
open to him, that he might have entered 
npon a career of almost limitless anthor- 
hy with the fall approbation of a great 
majority of Congress, that he might^ave 
continued the exercise of such auttiority 
for an indefinite period, that be might 
have consolidated the Government, and 
held the Southern States as conquered ^ 
provinces through his present terra of 
office, and through another term, and per- 
haps through two or three other terms? 

Tht Southern States were certainly pow- 
erless. If Andrew Johnson had said to 
them “Remain provisices", wouldn't Con- 
gress and the nitraists have shoated bravo' 

•nd echoed "provinces"? He and Con- . 
gress certainly constitute the executive 
■ ltd legiblative gm-ernmeut. and there was 
na power in the land that could or would 
have withstood such a c-onrtie. Ko oppo- 
sition except moral opposition, which 
would have amounted to nothing, would or 
could have been attempted. The way was 
clear before the President, bis oath and 
Lia rt.uacteiitiuus acrt.ples abide, to play 
the real autocrat under the title of Presi- 
dent He d( i-iined doiug it He refused 
tb< pC’wer that Congrea* wanted to thrust 
epon him He said he wanted to .see the 
Ci'iibUtution o!»served. he wanted to go by 
its strict letter and spirit as far aa he pus- 
eildy could discern them in the intricate 
and vnU-iett pathway that lay before him. I 
lie didti t wibh to wield any more power . 
than he could pcwaiblj help wielding The 
war he bad understood had been fought 
lor the old Union, and he wanted to res- 
cue the object of it, minus the re-cotab- 
lishment of slavery, whieh the war it»elf 
bad already in effect destroyed. Con- 
at-quently he net about fiuibhiug up the 
SRc-ompIishment of the said olject Ad- 
mit for the sake of argument, if any one 
wishes to. that he committed an error in 
wishing to restore the Union, and that he 
ought to have assumed regal p iwers. 

Isu t it clear that his motive> must have 
been good in refusing power and declining 
a course which, whatever its results to the 
country- and our form of government, 
would have received the unstinted ap- 
plauae of all those who now so indecently 
assail him ? Are those men who denounce 
him in terms suited only to “convicted 
criminals' sure that the President has 
committed any mistake? Are they as 
patriotic and as sagacious as they would 
have Us believe them? Are they not 
chiefly persons who havebewn denouncing 
Ute Union and the Constitntion for maay 
years, and who wanted the booth to go? 

Did wot the most ultra of them take ground 
in iavor of erecting a golden bridge, and 
of bidding the South go over it and remain 
forever? Didn't they Ud her God speed, 
and say it was a good riddance? And as 
to thm sagacity, dida't they say the South 
conlda't be “kicked out of the Uaion”? 

Didn't they suy the disturbunces wouldn't 
last thirty days? Did aot the decent and 
rirtaoos Chicago Tribane smnf the entire 
war left to Illinois alone, satisfied that 
mintlis could crush out the revolt in a 
few weeks, without any ansistance from any 
other ButesT Men of pmiriytum and sa- 
paettp ao ressarkable oagfat surely not now 
to impeach the patriotism of the Presi- 
dent, or declare him wicked and short- 
aighted 

But hnw extremes do meet* As we laid 
down the Chicago paper, wc look up one 
front Cincinnati oa the other side, and, 
presto! we find in that jonrnal that the 
President has been all the time walking 
Mraigbt in the path marked ont by Alira- 
ham Liacoln and the ahoiitiooisu! Read 
as follows:

platform in opposition to its Disunion 
Parly of Ohio. That platform is receiv-
